Tlie e<»ntra«*t calls for Notter 
to ride at 1 14> Taumds. which is alxuit tlie lowi^st 
i-Hliog weiglit in fJermany, as the majority of the 
raei*N are at mneh h<uivier Aveight.s.

Notter has just finished tlio most successful season 
of his <*ar«K*r, due in a measure to Iming eoiiiieeted 
witli the gr(*al racing establislimeut of James R. 
Keene. H«* tiegan the year riding at Ncav 4)rleans. 
where ho was quite successful, having the iiiouiii on 
several stake Aviiiiiers, ineludiug tin* City Park 
Iiirbv wiiiiMT. On January 29 Notter riwle four 
winners ami one secomi out of five mounts, and mi 
February fi again rode four winners, ineludiug 
the winner of the Pre«nier Stakes.

If James Rowe had gone 
abn>ad to train Mr. Keeiu*’s horses. lie Avould cer- 
tainly have tried to take Notter with liira. for he 
considers him one of the best riders he ever bad and 
has great confidence in him. It is also said thal 
Notter w^as somewlmt averse to going abroad, hut 
as he is a slirewd lad he would cert.ainlv not over- 
h)ok a chance to secure a well-paying lH*rth. M’innie 
0’(V>nnor, avIio has l>een riding for tlie Weinberg 
stable, returned to Framv at the end of tim season 
in tJermanv. when'e he iutemls to remain. Tliis loft 
the Weinbi*rg stable Avithoirt a firwt class jof:key. in 
coi>s<‘Queivce of \Aiiich trainer Walker was instructed 
to secuiH a capable rider in America.

CROKER’S EARLY RACING EXPERIENCES. 

New York. December 1. — Richard Croker was in 
a reminiscent mood the other day and during a 
conversation on the okl racing days in New York 
said; 

‘‘The first fiaiv traek in New York that I re- 
member.” Mr. Croker said, smiling. ’ Ayas known as 
the Red House. It ocenpied six blocks or so from 
112tb to 118th street near Second avenue. It took 
Its name from the fact that it was all painted red. 
lioiKse, fences, outbuildings and all. 

‘‘It was an attractive place, wltli many large trees 
around it. We had only trotdng raceti in thoee 



davs, J'erome Park. Avhere running races were first 
run. ivot coming until later, along in 1864 or 186.3. 
Tlie races at that time were mudi longer than now. 
being often foor-mlle heats. 

“At first it was generally a case of the north 
against the south, some northern horse being 
matched against a southern horse. There used to 
t»e great excitement over those events and mucii 
betting. There is no use going to horse races if 
you can’t bet,” Mr. Ooker continued. ‘‘Everything 
is a gamhk*. everything. If yon insure your house 
you bet 1 to 100 that it will bum down, and the 
company bets 100 to 1 that It Avon’t Imm: that is 
simply betting to a certain extent, .mid stopping 
betting on hoi-se races is simply singling out one 
class of bets.”
